Lonpon, May 6.—Unless Russia should feel im- 
pelled to strike the adversary who so meekly kneels 
before her, there will beno war for the present, 
Everything that the Russians wanted, or were sus- 
pectea of wanting, has been conceded them, and 
on no harder conditions than their assent to a pick- 
wickian kind of inquiry which has no other con- 
ceivable object than to afford the ministry a plaus- 
ible means of escape. England has unreservedly 
thrown up her hand. It only remains to be seen 
whether Muscovite arrogance, elated by this unex- 
pected submission, will not boldly grasp for more. 
There appears to be noreason why the Russians 
should not grasp for more, for they have their 
forces in position to do it, and after the recent 
craven surrender they would be justified in 
assuming that no amount of insult could force Mr.

“ A FEELING OF UNEBASINESS. 

The recall of Sir Peter Lumsden has created a 
general feeling of uneasiness, as it is expected to 
have an adverse influence on the patriotism of the 
natives of India, who wil! consider his recall a fur- 
ther concession to Russia. The Standard says: 
“We must count it a piece of good luck if the whole 
commission is not recalled." 

DENMARK WILLING TO ARBITRATE.

No news is obtainable of the appointment of an 
arbitrator.

AMBIGUITY OF MINISTERIAL STATEMENTS.

It se- 
verely criticizes the action of the Government in re- 
calling Sir Peter Lumsden, as the frontier question 
will be all settled before he can possibly arrive’in 
London, and that, therefore, any information he 
may have will be worthless so far as the negotia- 
tions with Russia, in London, are concerned.

THE LAKE SHORE'S REPORT. 

The fifteenth annual report of the buard of diree- 
tors of the Lake Shore and Michican Southern 
Railway for the year ending December 31, 1584, was 
submitted this morning. The following is a synop- 
sis of the report, woich occupies nearly fifty pages 
of a neat pampilet: 

Total miles road operated 1,340. The capital 
stock of the conpany is $50,000,000, and the 
funded debt is now $46,192,000. Tais is an increase 
of $3,250,000, caused by the sale of $3,500,000 of the 
consolidated second ‘mortgage bonds (for $4,000,- 
000), less the reguiar annual amount of $250,000 for 
the sinking fund.

CIIARGKS, BUT NO PROOF. 


As Assistant Physician Worries the Super- 
intendent at the Female Hospital. 

For the past two months a number of stories have 
been in circulation reflecting upon Dr. Hurlburt’s 
management of the Female Hospital. It was al- 
leged tbat be has beew negligent aod careless in tie 
treatment of females under his charge afflicted 
with puerperal fever and other contagious diseascs, 
and thai on a nuimber of o ccasions he failed to take 


proper precautions to prevent the spread of conta- 
gious diseases among the other ininates of the Hos- 
pital. Iovestigation by a Post-Dispatci. reporter 
developed thatthe principai foundation for these 
reports lay in tne fact that Doctors Worthington and 
Williams, the assistant physicians at tlic Hospital, 
are at “outs’’ with Dr. iluriburt, aod the relations 
existing between thom being of a strained and ver7 
unpieasant character, they have made the life of 
their superior as miserable as possible. 
Worthington was suspended for insubordination b 
Huriburt some two months ago avd immediately 
thereaiter be wrote to Gen. Stevenson, the Health 
Commisstoner, charging Hurlburt with mismanage- 
ment of the Pemaie ilospital. Gen. Stevenson laid 
the communication before the Board of Teaith, and 
Drs. Spiegelhaiter aud N. M. Nelson  volun- 
teered to go out to the hospitaland investigate the 
charges. Ur. Nelson’ was seen by a reporter this 
werning. to whom he said: “The most 
itaportunt allegation made against Dr. Huriburt 
Was that on oue occasion, after examining a case 
ol puerperal iever, he passed on to another pacient, 
and, wi Lout cleansing his hands, made anoiwer ex- 
anunation, tuereby endaugering the life of the pa- 
tient which he examined lasi. Dr. Spiegelhaiter 
aud myseif had a taik with Dr. Huriburi privately, 
and then atterward before the assistant physicians, 
among whom was Dr. Worthington, who 
made the charges against the Superintend- 
ent. Dr. tiurlourt expiained in their presence 
that the only thing on the occasion referred to was 
to turu down the bed ciothes,acnd that be never 
touched the patient. His eXamuination of the case 
devcioped that it had not been properly Attended 
to by the assistant physiciau. Neither had the sec- 
oné Case examined, woich be said was fully as bad 
and coutagious as the first. A number of other 
minor charges were gone over and ventilated, and 
afler we weve through I turned to Dr. Worthing- 
ton and asked hit if Dr. tiuri- 
burs explanations were Satisfactory and 
he said ‘Yes,’ although from his wmwanner I don’t 
think that he meantit. Dr. Spiegelhaiter and my- 
seit talked the maiter over with Gen. Stevenson, 
and, after going over ai) the facts, we concluded 
that there was not sullicient evidence to warrant a 
public mvestigauion. We informed tbe assistant 
puysicians, wuat they already kuew, I presume, 
that they had aright to caii Lor such an investiga- 
tion whenever they wauted it, but they have never 
done so.”

‘The Alleged Shooting at the Presi- 
dential Excursion Train. 


A Lengthy Statement by Mr. Charles 
McCabe, the Witness to the Shooting 
—The Baltimorean Went Prepared 
to Protect the President From At- 
tacks by Cranks—The Shots Intend- 
ed for the President—J ohn Chamber- 
lain’s Version. _ 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Batirwore, May 6,—Charies McCabe, the Balti- 
morean who was a witness of the attempt to shoot 
President Cleveland, was seen last night by your 
correspondent, to whom he made the following 
statement, “When I started to go to Gettysburg, 
the thought struck me that it would be just the oc- 
casion when some crank might take it into his head 
to attack the President. I boughta Smith & Wes- 
gon revoiver, and made up my mind tokeep my 
eyes open. Of course, I did not want to expose 
myself to ridicule by telling everybody about it. 
At every stop the Presidential train made, after I 
joined it at Baltimore,1 got out of thecar and 
paced the platform near the window where the 
President sat. I held my pistol ready in the right 


hand outside overcoat pocket, and never took my 
eye off the crowd. Now, some people will think I 
was ascting like a fool. erhaps I was, 
but as thi turn out it was 
jos ble that f might have been a very useful 
ool to Mr. Cleveland: When we were in Gettys- 

close to the stand occupied by the 
resident, and took every precaution I could to 
watch over him without exposing myself to ridi- 


occu 
diately in the rear of 
at about thirty miles an hour throughout the 
journey. Afcer leaving Hanover, and as we drew 
near to Baltimore, I could not help thinking that I 
had been giving myself a great deal of trouble for 
nothing. Just as we passed the little clump of 
woods, I tried to look out by pressing my face 
against the glass. While gazing in this position, 

my attention was attracted by aman who, as far 

as I wgreed yes was a negro. He had just crossed 
& little w bridge over which a country road 

running eito the railroad turned into the 

woods. © was oo quickly and this attracted 

my attention, as I d not imagine what was 
hurrying him, as he could not of course get across 

the track until our train had passed, I 

SAW ALL THIS IN A FLASH, 

and just as I had masieréd these details I saw him 

raise his hand and point towards the President's 
car, which, being an unusually handsome one, was 
easily distinguished from the others. “There was 
a quick flash and a report, and, without lowering 
his band, the man sent two more shots after the 
car, carrying his arm around so as to keep the 
range as he passed. After the third shot 1 saw his 
arm remain extended a few seconds and :then 
lower, while he seemed to stoop over his weapon. 
Ashe swept out of my sight il 
caught ai fleeting pipe of him raising 
his weapon again and I] thought I heard a fourth 
report. The impressioa made upon me was that 
the scoundrel was armed with a pepper-box pistol 
and tired the first three shots in immediate succes- 
sion. Then the-machinery became disordered and 
the weapon would not work. ‘Tha: the shots were 
fired at the train and that they were specially 
directed at the President’s car Iam absolutely cer- 
tain. When the first shot was fired the man was 

ia advauce of the President's car, about seven yards 
from the track. The pistol was pointed 

at an angie iutended to meet the Car, 

asit were. Lhe second flash was made with the 
man’s arm pointed almost at right angies to the 
car, aud the third shot was made by his arm follow- 
ing the car. As he turned to fire the fourth shot he 
was swept by my window, and the last glimpse I 
had showed his arm pointing almost parallel with 
the train, so that the bullet could travel after the 
President's car, which was then, of course, past his 
position, The man made uo effort to shoot at any 
of the other cars. ‘Tle successive positions of his 
aim andthe manner in which he kept Mr. Cleve- 
land’s car in range proved it conclusively. 
“at his first shot | drew my own weapon, aad by 
the time the secoud was fired I had raised the 
window, and had my bead out. idrew in my fead 
as soun as he disappeared, and started to puli the 
beill-rope to siop the train, when a brakeman 
caught my haad, I was very much excited and 
oried out: 


‘THAT MAN FIRED AT THE fon yg reo P 
The passengers all sprang to their feet in alarm, 
and I noticed netetel ne gh tin began to feel for 
their weapons. We tried to get the vrakeman to 
stop the trainand let us olf to search for the 
scoundrel, but he he refused.” 

“Mr. McCabe, do you thiok the stranger intended 
to shoot the Pres.deut?”’ he was asked. 

“Well, of course there wasuot much chance of 
hitting him, but that was certainly the object in 
view. The persistency with which that pistol was 
pointed at tbe Presidential car was sufficient to 
convince me of what was iniended. I still think 
that if the car should be carefully examined the 
marks of the bullets could be found." 

“Would you be abie to recognize the assailant?” 

“I think Icould if he was dressedin the same 
clothing. You see, _ as be turned while 
I was passing Tf had a_ full face 
and a three-fourths profile view. The geueral ap- 
pearance of the fellow was therefore fully stamped 
upon my mind. He wore a siouch hat, pulled very 
much down on his forehead, and, as_ he hurried 
over the bridge, he seemed to walk as though lame 
or temporarily disabled. It looked to me as if he 
had been running to get into a position to fire at the 
train.” 

Mr. McCabe is an intelligent man, an engraver by 
profession, and thorouglily reliable, He says that 
at the time Mr. Garfield was shot he was just turn- 
ing the corner of the depot at Washington, and was 
one of the first to reach the side of the wounded 

dent.

labor headquarters of deep interest felt in the moye- 
ment.

MILLIONS IN IT. 


The Scheme to Sell Cuba to the 
United States.

A Bare-Faced Piece of Jobbery Likely 


to Fail—The Present Condition of 


Cuba—Former Confiscation of Plan- 
tations Owned by Americans—The 
Job Underlying the Foster Spanish 
Treaty. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

WasHINGTON, May 4.—There is a great deal of talk 
in Washington about Cuba. There is a combination 
of speculators here seeking to sell Cuba to this 
Government. The price they ask is $150,000,000. 
They expect to force this plan upon the attention of 
Congress next winter. The price named is large, 
so that there will be plenty of money to divide up 
among the friends of the enterprise. There is not 
the slightest chance for any such plans succeeding. 
The job is too open and bare-faced. We have no 
need for Cuba, and if we had, she could be obtained 
for a much less price. Cuba has yielded norevenue 
to Spain for alongtime, She has been, on the con- 
trary, a source of expense. Spain is very anxious 
to get rid of Cuba on that account and would doubt- 
less be glad to make any kind of a trade with this 
Government. Thesame people who were in the 
intrigue back of the recent Spanish commercial 
treaties are now trying to dispose of thisisland. If 
the treaties had been ratified last winter, then Cuba 
would not have been in the market. 


Cuba is one of the richest spots upon the face of 
the earth. If Spain had known how to wisely gov- 
ern it, it should have received from this province 
an enormous revenue. Soon after the insurrection 
of 1869 Spain made a bold move to put an end taaill 
future rebellion upon the island. It issued 
@ mandate confiscating 10,000 of the best 
estates in Cuba. In this list there were two 


hundred and twenty American owners, The list of 
these owners was furnished by the American Consul 
at Havana to the/Spanish Captain-General in advance 
of the enforcement of the order of confiscation. 
The 8 ish authorities desired to strike down any 
possible sympathy with the Cuban insurgents, and 
so they refused to omit the estates of the American 
owners from the confiscation act. They felt that it 
would be perfectly safe to trample upon the rights 
of the American citizens. Hamilton Fish protested 
so vigorously, however, agaiust the confiscation of 
these estates that he secured an order from the 
——— Minister here, Lopez Roberts, modifying 
the order of the confiscation, so as. to release the 
American estates. This minister had this authority 
given him by the Madrid Government. The Span- 
ish Captain-Generalin Cuba had evidently been 
prepared for something of this sort,for he had gone 
to work and leased the estates confiscated. The 
majority of them were leased to Spanish officiais. 
This complicated matters very seriously, because 
the Spanish authorities held that it wouid be im- 
possible to break the leases. A fewof the estates 
were, however, turned over. Gen. Grant thought 
that the: whole matter was settled. In one of his 
last messages to Congress hs congratulated the 
couutry upon the fact that this vexed question was 
finally setiled tothe advantage of the American 
citizens in Cuba. ° 
a*s 

When Hayes came in the Spanish Government sent 
orders direct from Madrid to the Captain-General 
in Cuba, directing him to hold the estates that bad 
not been turned over. This order was obeyed, and 
only one estate has been furned over since that 
time. The majority of the original coufiscated es- 
tates have been held. They aggregate in value 
over $2,000,000. One of the specia! objects of I o3:- 
ter’s being sent to Madrid as our Minister was to 
secure the release of these stolen estates. He made 
a very able presentation of the case to the Spanish 
Government. The argument wag an abie One, be- 


cause it was prepared by the attorney representing | 


the Americap planters, Foster never did anything 
more than to simply present the brief of the claim- 
ants. Not much notice was taken of him at this 
time by the Spanish offici.ls. But when it was 
found ali at once that he had authority to nego! iate 
a commercial treaty the Spanish people could not 
do enough for him. He gave up the interests of 
the Anenican owners of Cuban plantations in order 
to negotiate a treaty in the interests of a ring of 
Spanish planters in Cuba anda few leading S;an- 
ish houses in the city of New York. There were 
not over 100 people in the combination to be bene- 
fited by the treaty. It would bave brought them 


in $25,000,000 or an average of $250.000a year | 


each. What Mr: Foster's share in this great scheme 

of plunder would have been is not known. It is now 

pretended that Mr. Foster is returned to Spain for 

the pur of compietmg his neglected work of 
looking after the interests of the American citizens 
in Cuba. Spain has for years run rough shod over 
American interests on that island wityout any pro- 
test of any value from our Government. It is 
to be hoped that a more definite licy will be 
originated by this Administration. It is believed by 
those who have studied the question that itis only 
a matter of time when Cuba will fali into our hands 
naturally, and that, too, without any great cost. A 
gen:leman who has recently visited the island, and 
who is thorougly familiar with it, says that not over 
one-tenth of tne island hasever been put under 
cultivation. An enormous revenue could be derived 
from it if ithad a staple government and honest 
management. He says the island is one of the most 
healthful spots in the world. The only place in it 
that is sickly is Havana. They have the yeliow 
fever at thiscity nearly every season. But with 
good sanitary management this could be easily 
avoided. The sewerage of Havanais at present 
drained into the bay. This bay lies so locked in that 
the sewerage has no outiet tothe sea, The waters 
of the bay therefore are very foul. People are often 
made very ili from simply riding acrossthe bay. He 
says all of this could be remedied by cutting a caual 
through one of the encircling points of the bay so 
as to give a current out tothe sea. He says that 
this canal would not cost over twoor three wmill- 
ions. The cutting of this canal would 
make Havana as _ healthy a_ city as 
there is im the world. He says that in the back 
part of Cuba the people are very vigorous, It is 
notan uncommon thing to see people eighty or 
ninety years of age. The soil is so rica that al- 

most any kind of care produces enormous crops. 

So long as the island remains under Spanish rule, 

however, it cannot prosper.

The Pamir sent its waters west to fertilize the 
Turkestan desert, gave the nations a passage 
way through mountain barriers al its 
streams that poured eastward into the Tarim 
and southward into the Ganges and the Indus, 
nurtured the civilization that Genhis Kahn 
and Tamerlane founded in Turkestan, and made 
— ble the advance of Russia into Centyal 

ia. , 

Though Peter the Great dreamed of extend- 
ing Russia’s power far beyond the Caspian, it 
was not greed of conquest or commerce, but the 
need of defending herself against barbarous 
neighbors across the Ural, that first turned 
Russia toward Central Asia, Ivan III. put an 
end to the terrible Tartar invasions that for 

nturie$ wasted half of Russia,and laid its chief 
cities in ashes. But his successors did not free 
Russia from the pest of pillaging Kirghiz and 
Turcoman tribes until they established the 
Muscovite power in the large territory between 
the Ural River and the Aral Sea, ey sank 
wells in the Ust Urt plateau to facilitate the 
operations of their army, marched against the 
turbulent Kirghiz, and, after several hard 
campaigns, they subdued these 2,000,000 nomads, 
who for over twenty years have paid their 
conquerors without a $=murmur their 
annual tax of three roubles ‘a _ tent. 

Beyond the Kirghiz steppes that bordered 
Russia stretched far eastward across the desert 
two belts of verdure, through which flow- 
two great rivers, the ancient Oxusand the Jax 


artes, now known as the Amu-Daria and the 


Syr-Daria. The one rising on the southern and 
the other on the northern slopes of the Pamir, 
had for ages distributed over their banks allu- 
Vvium borne on rapid tides from their head- 
waters, creating long and continuous oases in 
the midst of the most desolate desert of the 
world. Here were rich lands and populous and 
half-civilized nations. Here were the routes to 
inner Asia, caravan roads that led to China, 
the highways over which great camel trains 
from Bokhara had for many years borne to 
Orenburg and Astrakhan their loads of cotton, 
silk, skins and shagreen leather to exchange for 
Russian hardware, chintz and guns. Here was 
a chance for vast expansion of Muscovite 
a and commerce. Russia’s motive was no 
onger self-protection, but the*subjugation of 
ech khanates of Turkestan and the extension of 
e. 

Her expedition againstthe Khiva in 1839 was 
disastrous, The bitter cold of the Ust Urtplat- 
eau ruined Perowski’s army. Russia,repulsed in 
her attempt to acquire the Oxus, turned to the 
Syr-Daria. After she planted her foot upon 
that river, her forward ngarch was slow, stead 
and persistent. Her line of forts along the left 
bank of the river gt yong year by year, She 
made the river her ally in her warfare upon t 
khanates. Twelve years after the first Russian 

n was leveled at the walls of the first town 
n Khokand this rich khanate, including its 
metropolis, Tashkend, became the Russian 

rovince of Ferghana. The Bokhara, after a 

itter struggle, lost its independence. Two of 
the three khanatesof Turkestan were now 
gained, the Syr-Daria, from its mouth to its 
sources, was a Russian stream, and the Mus- 
covite arms were once more turned toward the 
Oxus. Gen. Kaufmann’s attack upon the 
Khiva was crowned with success, The khan- 
ate was added tothe Russian conquests in 
Turkestan and the Oxus passed into Russia’s 
control. 

What are the countries and the peoples 
whom Russia has conquered at terrible cost 
and after many years of bitter warfare? The 


Vambery says 
that in the richness of their soil and in the 
variety of their productions it would be diffi- 
cult to find in Europe a territory that would 
surpass the oasis countries of Turkestan, 
Bokhara, ancient seat of Mobammedan learn- 
ing, still attracts thousands of students from 
India, Afghanistan, Cashmere, and China. The 
town has 175 mosques,and when Vamber 
visited it 5,000 students were studying theol- 
ogy, logic, and philosophy in its eighty col- 
leges. he chief cities of the Khokand oasis, 
Tashkend, Tchemkent, Khodjend, and others 
are scattered along the rich valley of the Syr- 
Daria.

thirteen inns, sixteen colleges, and man 
mosques, and its experts and importsin 1878 
The Khivan oasis, 
though kept within narrow _iimits 
by the surrounding desert, is large 
and rich enough to support a populace of about 
1,000,000 people. Since Russia conquered 
Khokand she has placed upon the Syr-Daria a 
fleet of steamers that ply up the river for a dis- 
tance of 1,300 miles from the Aral Sea, Sand 
bars in the lower Oxus impede navigation, but 
Russian boats have ascended the greater part 
of its course as far as Choja Saleh, now well 
known as the point of the river where, the Af- 
ghans assert, their trontier,'joins that of Russia. 
Both these great rivers are valuable arteries of 
trade, but the Oxus, though the fertile lands 
along its banks are not so extensive nor so pop- 
ulous as those along the Syr-Daria, is destined 
to be commercially the most important stream. 
While the Syr-Daria leads ony toward the 
comparatively barbarous countries of East 
Turkestan and Thibet, the Oxus will carry the 
freightage of Russia almost to the gates of 
India, Itis evident tw all students of her 
progress in Central Asia that Russia's com- 
mercial aims include not only a vast augmen- 
tation of her overland trade with Chi but 
the opening of India to her products as _ the re- 
ward of her long and, as yet, illy requited sac- 
rifices in Turkestan. The revenues from her 
new possessions as yet cover hardly a third of 
the annual expenditures.
